THE MEXICAN QUESTION.

Debate in the French Leglslature—The
Pinancial and Politieal Aspect—* Im-
comvenient” (o Produce the Diplomatic
Deocaments Juit Now,

The French Legislative body met June 32, M,
Schnelder in the ohair. Toe orderof the day
was the adiourned discussion on the bill relative
to ihe supplementary credits of 1868, The de-
bate turned aitogether on matters conneotod
with Mexico,

M. Ber?er demunded explanations on three
points:— First, the accounts relative to the nego-
tiation of the part of the Mexican bonds sttri.
buted to the Freuch treasury under the title of
rambursement; next, conceroing the l:d«nnl-
ties mllowed to French subjects residiog in
Mexico; and lsstly, touching the diplomatic
documents,

M. Bouher, Minister of Blate, replied that the
indemuity existed. and that its distribdtion was
being efiected without privilege or favor by an
arbiural commission, As Lo the diplomatic docu-
ments, the Government would have no objection
whatever to communionte them when the ftting
momeny arrived; st present Lo do so would be
uttended with decided inconvenience,

M. Beuryer then veprosched the Government
with baving consented L0 8 loss of 28,000,000 in
freelpg from  thelr engagements the bankers
who had undertaken 10 place out the Mexloan
losn; bonas had been given them at 8001, whieh
they hud issued at 3404, or &ith 20,000,000 of
profit; why then give them a quittance when the
oprrulion turned out so badly

The Minlster declared that the ciroumstances
had been such 8s to involvé the annulation of
the contract from the ty of the case,

M. Picard sald 1hst there were some docu-
ments. connected with the Mexican question

which were of { importance, and he must
request their uckion. The ireaty entered
mto with the coneessionaries of M bonds

had been promised to the Chamber, and he
boped that the communications which had
passed between the French Government and its
agente in' Meéxleo would alko be given. There
were likewise other doouments of capital im-
portance which he had to msk for; those, for in-
stance, contalping the complaints and demands
of French creditors of Mexico, whose grievances,
it bad been sand, bhad rendered the expedition a
matter of necessity. He desived, Loo, to know
whether the Jecker bonds bad been pawd; whe-
ther a sum of a million ol piastres yearly had
not been allowed for the reimbursement of that
debt; end whether the agents of the French Goy-
ernment 1n Mexico not interyened in the
regulation of that affair, ;

In regard to the petition of
Maximilian relative to the interview which he
desires to have with the President, as it cunnot
be realized, considering the distance which
separates them and the ends of justice, you will
notity bim that everything ftting will done
in the case.
